Response to Amendment 

1 . Claims 38-44, 50 and 51 were cancelled in the amendment filed 1 2/21/2005. 
Claim 45, which was previously indicated as allowable if rewritten in independent form, 
was amended to incorporate the subject matter of original claims 38 and 39, from which 
claim 45 depended. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to because Figures 8 and 9 are illegible, due to their 
small size. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required 
in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 45-49 (now renumbered 1-5) are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

5. With regard to claim 45, the prior art of record fails to disclose or reasonably 
suggest a method as claimed, and as enabled by the specification, comprising: 
receiving a request for content and retrieving the content; processing the retrieved 
content to provide an abstract content model having nodes that represent components 
of the content and edges that represent relationships between the nodes, the nodes 
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having a node status such as inactive, activable, activated, delivered, and/or skipped, 
and the edges comprising dependency, route and/or mixed edge types; processing the 
abstract content modes to select an optimal delivery plan; processing the abstract 
content model to provide deliverable content in accordance with the delivery plan, 
wherein the abstract model comprises a dependency edge from a node that is 
activated, delivered or skipped; and wherein nodes can have output behaviors that 
define how nodes can be branched in accordance with a branching operation, wherein a 
branched node is a node that has been changed from activable to activated.
